We have read your first letter to Univer- 
salists, published in the “ Boston Recorder 





not expect to have the satisfaction of receiv- 
ing a reply from you, as it never has been 
the custom of your sect soto do. The plea 
is often made, by orthodox Editors, that 
their papers are not to be devoted to con- 
troversial discussions, but to state facts! 
if our answers are not worthy of notice, we 
should be happy to see less misrepresenta- 
tion of our sentiments. It is as necessary 
to state nothing but facts relative to people’s 
religious sentiments, as it is about the com- 
mon occurrences of life. We do not wish 
to cherish “rancour,” nor live “un- 
der the delusion of a fatal error, lured by 
the deceptive cry of “peace, peace, when 
there is no peace” —if we know it. But so 
long as we do remain unconvinced of har- 
bouring “a fatal error,” &c. &c. so long 
our minds will be at rest, and “ rejoice with 
joy unspeakable, and full of glory.” We 
have, = dear sir, heard this tune, common- 
ly called “delusion,” and contemptuously 
named “ heresy,” sung before, and. it is as 
old, and no doubt older, than “ Old Hun- 
dred,” it is an old garment, used by the or- 
thodox, from time to time, to bias the minds 
of the people, and as often patched with 
their “ filthy rags” —and we very much re- 
gret that you “ rest your hopes of happiness 
upon this sandy foundation.” We would 
ask you, sir, is the free, impartial, and divine 
grace of God “ a sandy foundation ?” We 
think not. 

We would remind you, sir, that it would 
be better for you to disprove, in the first 
place, the Universalist’s arguments, i. e. to 
state, fairly, their arguments, and then re- 
fute them—after this to prove and defend 
your own system of faith, from the Oracles 
of God. In reading your communication, 
what kind of a view has any one of the sen- 
timents which you oppose ? Why, none at 
all. It would seem from your inferences 
and conclusions, that the Universalists did 
not know what the Bible contained—as if 
we did not consider our own good, our fu- 
ture destiny, or were guilty of giving, inten- 
tionally, a false gloss to the interpretation of 
the scriptures, We thank you, sir, for the 
concern you express, but we would inform 
our friend “‘ Senex,” that we shall not sac- 
rifice our opinions of the most obvious 
meaning of the declarations of our Saviour, 
to gratify him—because we “ firmly” be- 
lieve you to be wrong—for you do not sup- 
port your own views, by any arguments 
from the scriptures. In your attempt to 
fix the mind on a future and fina! judgment, 
what proof have you produced? None at 
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all. There is not one passage which you 
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‘havé,quoted that_alludes to a future state of} 
existence. Now, sir, if you had ever read 
the principal views ad “argumeats of the 
Universalists, on your selected texts (which 
you ought to have done, if yow have not, be-" 
fore’ you condemn,) it would have beén 
best to have exhibited them to your readers, 
and then fairly and scripturally met and re- 
futed them. But this you have not done, 
The texts, which you have referred to, for 
the express purpose of proving a future 
judgment, are declarations, we allow, “ of 
‘truth and soberness,” and have a very im- 
portant meaning, but you “have laboured 
in vain” to throw any light upon them, in 
removing, as you say, “the impenetrable 
veil.” This was “ surely incumbent” upon 
you to do. Your spiritual discernment 
could not carry you “over the precincts of 
time!” You also say, that ‘‘ human reason 
alone is’ worse than Egyptian darkness 
lowering over futurity. So we find, that all’ 
fails you even the “ pages of inspiration,” | 
which, as your final resource, has proved | 
nothing to your purpose. To convince 
every candid, impartial and intelligent rea- 
der of the truth of our assertions, we refer 
him to the original.communication of ‘ Se-/ 
nex,”’ for proof. 

We would row, seriously ask you, sir, if 
the 24th and 25th chapters of St. Matthew, 
ought not to be read in connection, both 
chapters comprising, under different figures, 
the relation of one story, foretelling the de-" 
struction of the city of Jerusalem, and the 
subsequent dispersion of the Jewish nation ? 
Also, read the 13th chapter of St. Mark, | 
which referftothe same afflictions, trials, | 
and judgments, and compare it with the 
aforementioned chapters of St. Matthew, 
and see if our Savior did not say,.and truly 
predict ‘“* That this generation shall not pass, 
till all these things be done, or fulfilled.” 
See Mark xiii. 30. and Matthew xxiv. 34. 
Can it be, Mr. Senex, what was to be “ ful- 
filled in that generation,” that Christ meant 
it should take placc in a future state of ex- 
istence ? This we do. not believe, for 
Christ here has plainly denied the fact. In 
reading Josephus’ history of the Jews, and 
other narratives they all go to prove the ful- 
filment of our Saviour’s prediction in this 
world, and ‘particularly “in that genera- 
tion.”” Therefore, the testimony we have 
now examined does not afford one particle 
of evidence, in substantiating your point of 
a future day of judgment, in another world, 
but on the contrary, it proves directly the 
reverse. 

Further, you quote these words, ‘So 
shall it be at the end of the world.”” It is 
intimated by you, Mr. Senex, and conten- 
ded by others, that in this passage “ the end 
ofthe world,” means the utter and final 
consummation or destruction of the material 
universe!
